Subject: Request for Information on 2005 Tribal Self-Governance Activity 

The purpose of this memorandum is to ask self-governance tribes to provide the Office of 
Self-Governance (OSG) with information on their 2005 tribal self-governance activities 
by May 15. 2006 . 

This information is needed for the Secretary to meet the requirements of Section 405 of 
Pub. L. 93-638, as amended, as they relate to the submission of the 2004 annual report to 
Congress on the relative costs and benefits of self-governance, as well as implementing 
regulations contained in 25 CFR § § 1000.380 to 382. 

As background, the Tribal Self-Govemance Data Collection and Planning Work Group 
developed a form to facilitate the collection and submission of data by self-govemance 
tribes. This form was modified with the recommendation of the DOI Tribal Self- 
Govemance Advisory Committee. 

Please be advised that Reatha Tom of the Self-Governance Communication & Education 
Tribal Consortium (SGCETC) will be sending a copy of the 2005 minimum data 
collection form to you via e-mail for your use.
